Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sedlak. 

Sedlak’s Fig. 6(b) illustrates both an apparatus and a method for performing a modular 
multiplication by determining 1 multiplication shift values by means of a multiplication- 
lookahead method (the block labeled GEN_Mult_LA) , determining 1 reduction shift values by 
means of a reduction- lookahead method (the block labeled GEN_Mod_LA), applying the 1 
multiphcand shift values and the 1 reduction shift values. . . to obtain the 21+1 operands (the 
blocks labeled SHL Z and SHL N) and combining the operands (the block labeled Z: =). Note 
the 1 is defined as being “larger or smaller than 2”. 

Specification
